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INTRODUCTION 


This edition of the Ministry’s Statistical Summary offers a 
selection of data covering all aspects of the Ministry’s 
activities for the years 1972-73 and 1973-74, including 
apprenticeship training, training in industry and attendance 
at provincial cultural institutions. 


The enrolment data indicate that in recent years there has 
been a trend towards stabilization in university enrolment 
while full-time post-secondary enrolment at the colleges of 
applied arts and technology has continued to grow. Despite 
the continued influx of immigrants to Ontario in recent years 
the citizenship of students at both the universities and 
colleges is predominantly Canadian, and shows only limited 
fluctuations in this regard. 


Operating support to provincially assisted Ontario univer- 
sities, colleges of applied arts and technology and cultural 
institutions increased between 1972-73 and 1973-74 whereas 
capital grants allocated to these institutions, which in 
1972-73 amounted to more than $147 million, decreased to 
$74 million in 1973-74, reflecting the decision to limit new 
Capital expenditures.
